Guided missiles are capable of

(heads. Aircraft and cannon fit- 
ted to deliver nuclear weapons 
already are overseas. ; 

Shipping the B-61 Matador 
pilotless bomber squadrons 
abroad is in line with fhe policy 
announced last Tuesday by Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles who called for “great 
capacity to retaliate instantly” 
in event of attack. 

Missile’s Characteristics. 

The Matador, built by Glenn 
L. Martin Co., Baltimore, Md., is 
a stubby-winged  jet-propelled 
aircraft with,” electronic guid- 
ance system.” It is launched, by 
means of a booster rocket, from 
a tractor-drawn platform. It 
reaches speeds close to sourid, 
but is not supersonic. 

The missile’s range is a secret 
but is ample to strike at the rear 
areas of Red armies should they 
move Against Western Europe. 

Aig Force officials said the 
two “squadrons going to Europe 
this year would be assigned to 
fighter-bomber wings of the 

Wwelfth Air Force. They will 
not substitute for present piloted 
‘aircraft squadrons but will be 
added to them. * 

The Air Force did not disclose 
how many Matadors will be in 
each of the two squadrons. A 
conventional light bomber squad- 
ron has 16 airplanes while a 
fighter-bomber squadron has 25. 

Air Force sources pointed out 
that Matadors, being expend- 
able, aré more comparable to ar- 
tillery and that the term squad- 
ron refers more to personnel 
than to numbers of pilotless 
planés.

Lt. Gen. K. S. Thimayya, In- 
dian chairman of the Neutral 
[Nations Repatriation Commis- 
sion, said it would be an armi- 
stice violation if either side 
changed the status of the 
P.O.W.s. 

The Communists were ex- 
pected to oppose the Indian de- 
cision since they want all pris- 
oners kept in neutral custody 
until a peace conference decides 
their fate.

‘Unthinkable’ Action. 

“Such unjust and unworthy 
action is intolerable to any free 
people, and is obviously unthink- 
ble.” 

Hull’s letter continued: 
“Return to the United Nations 
Command of personnel prior to 
23 January can only be regarded 
as a failure by the Neutral Na- 
tions Repartiation Commission 
to fully discharge its duties, but 
this failure will in no way, it 
must be emphasized, affect the 
right of prisoners ef war to be- 
come civilians at that time re- 
gardless of their physical loca- 
tion.” 

Hull said the failure to com- 
plete explanations to the pris- 
oners, as provided for in the 
armistice agreement to deter- 
mine whether they wanted to 
returh to their own side or go 
elsewhere, “can only be at- 
tributed to the stubborn refusal 
(of the Communists) to continue 
explanations except, under con: 
ditions of their own choosing.” 

There was no further word 
from the Communist radio. The 
Reds were expected in most 
quarters to object violently to 
the turnback proposal, but some 
Allied officers said there was a.

The Right to Work 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The union shop is the target of 
proposed “right-to-work” bills in 
various states. The apple has a sweet- 
sounding name but it has a wormy 
.core. The act would make the union 
shop unlawful in the state in ques- 
tion; obviously, it is an open shop 
proposition. Every duly ratified and 
signed union shop pact in a state 
would be invalidated. 

Why prate about “freedom of con- 
tract,” then place it in legislative 
leg-irons? A union shop _ simply 
means that only union members or 
werkers willing to join within a stip- 
ulated period, usually 30 days, will 
be employed. Employer and workers 
myst first concur. 

One unwilling to join the union 
te work on such job has not been 
dénied his “right to work,” for he 
can take employment in a non-union 
shop.:He has no right to demand em- 
plSyment in a certain plant and dic- 
tafe the terms of the labor contract 

under which the employer must op- 
‘ erpte, upsetting a system which the 
employer and employes already have 
selected. 

The present national administra- 
tion is Republican because a ma- 
jetity of the people voted for it. Yet 
I Bave not heard any Democrat sug- 
gesting it be unlawful for a Repub- 
lican to again run for President. 

WJ drive for a “right-to-work” law 
was beaten in the last session of the 
Mfsouri General Assembly. In 
the-course of a campaign for funds, 
proponents sent out a_ circular 
which said in part: “Do not wait un- 
til.the union organizer is upon you! 
Make no mistake, he is just around 
the corner.” 

So, the* real object of “right-to- 

- wark” bills is not protection of the 
warker’s freedom, but the stultifica- 
tiah of labor unions.

Assistant Interior Secretary Aandahl appears 
to be reiterating the power policy which he 
assured the country last month he did not really 
mean when he announced it last September. The 
round of confusion seems to have been com- 
pleted by his testimony to the House Interior 
Committee. 

It thus remains more than ever a question 
what the Eisenhower Administration means to 
‘do, Will it honor fully the provision of law 
which for half a century has given first call on 
publicly-generated power to publicly and co- 
operatively owned distribution systems? 

Mr. Aandahl, as the Administration's spokes- 
man in power matters, has not made the answer 
clear. 

His announcement in September of a new 
power policy, to be initiated in the Missouri 
Basin, sounded like the death knell of the prefer- 
ence to public and co-op power systems. These 
preference customers had enjoyed permanent 
preference in thé past. Power was sold to other 
customers, such as privately-owned utilities, only 
under three to five year contracts which were 
subject to cancellation any time the power they 
were getting was required for a preference 
customer. 

The new policy enunciated in September 
would have ‘changed this permanent preference 
to a temporary preference by changing the way 
the law was administered. Preference customers 
would receive preference only if they reserved 
all the power they would ever need, and did so 
as soon as a new power source was brought into 
production. The power they did not reserve 
would then be sold to non-preference customers 
under 20-year contracts which could not be can- 
celled and which might be renewed in. per- 
petuity. 

This new policy raised a storm of protest. 
REA co-ops; municipal systems, and others de- 
scended upon Mr. Aandahl. He uttered assur- 
ances that no matter what the new policy said, 
only short-term contracts would be made with 
most utilities and the 20-year contracts with 
private agencies would be few and far betwéen. 
Finally the mounting protests led Mr. Aandahl 
to announce. that the new policy had been “re- 
vised.” 

The revision, he said, would “assure preference 
customers full protection in contracting for all 
the available power they may need.” He went 
on to say that “power available but not needed 
until a later time by preference customers will 
be reserved for them as a class by selling it 
under short-term interim contracts under which 
it can be recaptured for the preference cus- 
tomers at the termination of such contracts.” 
The Eisenhower Administration, far from weak- 
ening the historic policy, had “tightened up the 
safeguards for preference customers,” he said. 

Only -about a month has elapsed since Mr. 
Aandahl announced that revision, and already 
the revision has been revised, “The preference 
clause does not necessarily mean preference in 
perpetuity to all power that might be produced,” 
the Assistant Secretary of Interior now says. 
There are “conditions under which permanency 
should be given to contracts with non-preference 
customers.” In other words, the law does not 
mean what it says it means, and there are condi- 
tions under which it should be ignored. 

The confusion is further compounded by Mr. 
Aandahl’s unreconciled statements that excess 
power will be sold to non-preference customers 
but that there will be no excess power because 
preference customers will require it all. 

Millions of Americans are. ‘banking their 
money, their livelihoods and their hopes on pub- 
lic and co-operative power distribution systems. 
They are not going to be satisfied with any 
such performance as the threatening, contradic- 
tory and confused statements Which continue to 
come from the Administration's No. 1 power man. 
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What Swords Could Start 
Most disturbing about the Navy’s order that 
its officers shall again wear swords is the 
knowledge that blade, scabbard and belt will

officer—or seaman or civilian—kngf’s that even 
in this Age of Inflation $50 can be mighty use- 
ful.

Those gold but- 
tons on the deep blue serge, not to mention the 
gold stripes, must make many an air squadron 
commander or artillery general envious on occa- 
sion—most probably an occasion graced by 
ladies in party dress. 

So this sword order may call for a second 
thought, To stay in the race, the Army might 
take.to bearskin shakos and red tunics after the 
fashion of the Life Guards. And the Air Force 
might feel compelled to study all available pic- 
tures of the late Hermann Goering. 

Aren't we supposed to have team-work rather 
than rivalry in the military establishment? 
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On Looking at the Little Birdie 

President Eisenhower and his top aides have 
picked their favorite photographs of themselves, 
and we have looked the gallery over carefully 
for trends. As published in The New York Times 
Magazine, the 12 photographs suggest a definite 
trend to smiles. Only Vice President Nixon and 
Postmaster General Summerfield are positively 
unsmiling. Both are seen seriously gazing—Mr. 
Nixon, at a Pakistani refugee; Mr. Summerfield, 
at a stack of letters. 

The styles in smiles run a wide.range. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s has broken out completely 
in the open and looks as though it were being 
accompanied by some delighted chuckles.: He is 
pictured bending over and shaking hands with 


_ 4 very-small boy—his grandson David—who is 


bowing deeply. Hardly less full-cut smiles are 
worn by Secretaries Hobby, Benson, Mitchell 
and Humphrey. 

Secretary McKay is smiling with slight reser- 
vations, Secretary Dulles wears a_ reflective 
smile. Secretary Weeks a cogitative one. Secre- 
tary Wilson and Attorney General Brownell look 
as though a smile were just around the corner 
of the mouth, but an expression as tenuous as 
the one they have chosen'for the occasion could 
fa!! either way on short notice, | 

Mr. McKay is pictured on a horse, Mr. Benson 
on a fence (obviously not one labeled Farm Poli- 
cy) and Mr. Wilson on a bench. The Secretary 
of Defense sits on a bench skillfully enough, 
but it is a bold man who invites comparison with 
Bernard Baruch’s bench-sitting, and frankly Sec- 
retary Wilson comes off second-best. 

Four of the subjects, including both the Presi- 
dent and the Vice President, are pictured stand- 
ing, six (with the same inclusions) are shown 
outdoors, and only three (Summerfield, 
Mitchell, Weeks) are clearly at their desks. Two 
of the photographs were taken abrov*—Mr. 
i in Pakistan, Mr. Dulles's in Kore¢’7Two 
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‘photographs are a little out of focus—the Pres!- 


dent’s and Secretary Dulles’s. 

From these technical data we get the prevail- 
ing picture that the trend is to a photograph 
taken away from one's desk, smiling, on Ameri- 
can soil, and in focus. Also that anyone who has 
his favorite photograph taken another way 
altogether will have distinguished authority for it. 
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A Customer.for Butter 

Even before its farm program has been acted 
on by Congress, the Administration faces an 
embarrassing and difficult decision, on farm 
surpluses. ~ 

It appears that Soviet Russia and Communist 
Czechoslovakia have shown some interest in buy- 
ing butter and cottonseed oil now held in Gov- 
ernment warehouses. <A _private-enterprising 
broker from Mankato, Minn., is the intermedi- 
ary. As a starter he wants to export 20,000 tons 
of butter—one-fifth of the Government hoard— 
and 3000 tons of cottonseed oil behind the Iron 
Curtain. For both products the Government 
would be paid the world market price—about 50 
cents a pound for butter. 

The temptation. is strong and obvious. A but- 
ter deal with Moscow, a cottonseed oil deal with 
Prague, would enable our Government to get 
rid of unwanted surpluses at a minimum of loss, 
thus saving money to be spent in- acquiring 
other surplus products. 

But the transaction has serious drawbacks. It 
would rouse up those persons who believe we 
ought to minimize all contacts, especially trade 
relations, with the Soviet world. It would disap- 
point those who favor giving food to overseas 
friends rather than selling it to enemies. Worst 
of all, it would dramatize, in a painfully white 
light, the ireny of our farm problem, 

A free-enterprise nation buying butter in or- 
der to keep prices beyond the reach of many 
of its citizens, and then selling the butter, at a 
loss, to a Communist nation which wants to pla- 
cate its restless people with some slight im- 
provement in their standard of living — this 
would not make something for the Voice of 
Ameriea to boast about. 

Secretary of Commerce Weéks Has not yet 
ruled on the export application, but indicates 
that he will rule against it. 

Whichever way the decision goes, the very 
occason for it emphasizes how badly this nation 
needs a more sensible way of dealing with farm 
surpluses than the one we have.

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A Hoax With Two Geniuses 

One of the most delightful—and monumental 
—of literary hoaxes is associated with the name 
of Leonard Bacon, who died New Year’s Day. 

Mr. Bacon, from whose works a recent verse 
column on this page|was chosen, was not only 
a fine poet but a bright wit. His wit sparkled 
merrily in a poem, specially composed for the 
occasion, which he read at a University of Cali- 
fornia dinner. 7 

His poem, a satire entitled “The Banquet of 
the Poets,” made merry fun of the school of 
poets known as Imagists, and particularly of 
Miss Amy Lowell. The composition was printed 
in the university students’ monthly, The Occi- 
dent, and Mr. Bacon then forgot it. 

Some two years later a book entitled “A 
Critical Fable’ was published. Mr. Bacon began 
receiving letters congratulating him “on your 
writing a goed book at last,” and the Literary 
Review announced that he was the author of “A 
Critical Fable.’ Mr. Bacon wrote the Literary 
Review that he was not the author of the book, 
and the magazine responded with a column- 
long review again attributing the authorship to 
him. Mr. Bacon then wrote to Henry Seidel 
Canby, editor of the Literary Review, attribut- 
ing the book to Amy Lowell. Miss Lowell re- 
sponded that Mr. Bacon must be lying. 

Later Miss Lowell wrote Mr. Bacon a full 
confession of her authorship. To make the 
whole performance deliciously improbable, these 
two never met, or even saw each other! “Nor 
can I refrain from a word of admiration for Miss 
Lowell’s mendacity which ran the whole gamut 
from disingenuous innuendo to naked and 
shameless perversion of the fact,” wrote Leon- 
ard Bacon in an account of the hoax which pro- 
vides the introduction to one of his books of 
poems: “The humor which enabled her to revel 
in her sins is something which will be missed.” 

Cannot the same be said of Leonard Bacon, and 
the humor which enabled him to revel in Miss 
Lowell's reveling? 
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The Great Godfrey Rhubarb 


Arthur Godfrey, radio and television star and 
intimate of Secretary of Defense Wilson, is giv- 
ing increasing evidence that he regards himself 
as being too big to handle.

The Authority accuses Godfrey of violating 
the take-off rules Jan. 7 and, in a fit of temper, 
buzzing the control tower. Godfrey denies it. 
The Civil Aeronautics Authority, which is look- 
ing into the incident, will do well to treat Mr. 
Godfrey as though he were an ordinary mortal, 
the sort whose life is endangered by buzzing. 
Mr. Godfrey, for his part, would be doing him- 
self a good turn by realizing that his si a 
is slipping. ,

I believe that the reorganization plan 

put into effect in NovemDer by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Benson cuts 
the heart out of soil conservation. 
As you know, Secretary Benson’s plan 
called for abolishing the seven regional 
offices of the Soil Conservation Service. 
It means tearing down a carefully-built 
organization of skilled technical men 
and dispersi them to Washington, to 
state offices, to the winds. 

The Secretary started putting this 
plan into effect almost immediately, 
despite strong pro- 
tests from many of 
the nation’s farm 
leaders. 

In pushing through 
the reorganization, 
Secretary Benson 
said that he was a 
friend of soil con- 
servation, that he 
wanted to strength- 
en it, that his aim 
was to make the 
Soil Conservation 
Service more effi- 
cient in its work 
with farmers. : 

For a long time 
now, the Soil Conservation Service has 
been world-renowned. Other nations 
have copied its methods. 

In this country, it is recognized as 
one of the most efficient Government 
organizations ever put together. It bet- 
ters by 30 per cent the required stand- 
ards of efficiency for Government agen- 
cies as set by the Bureau of the Budget.

Developed Through Experience 


About nine out of 10 of all its tech- 
nical men are in the field—visiting 
farmers day in and day out, going over 
their soi] and water problems with them 
field by field, figuring out the answers. 

In terms of higher crop yields alone, 
the Service has saved farmers many 
times the amount spent on it. 

This kind of efficiency didn’t just 
happen. Years of thought and experi- 
ence on the best way to do the job went 
into the Soil Conservation Service. 

Shortly after the Soil Conservation 
Service was formed from the old Soil 
Erosion Service in 1935, we came to 
realize that the “demonstration area’ 
method of bringing conservation meas- 
ures to farmers’ attention was costly— 
that it was too slow a way to spread 
their use, 

So we suggested tothe different states 
that they pass enabling acts making it 
possible for farmers to set up their 
own local soil-conservation districts. 


Knowledge Focused on Farms 


In this. way they could get needed 
help from not only the SCS but from 
other federal, state and local agencies. 

Even before that, a research program 
had been set up so that new and better 
soil-conservation methods could be de- 
veloped and tested. e 

There were a lot of people who knew 
about agronomy, engineering, forestry, 
soils, range or biology—but this knowl- 
edge had never been gathered and fo- 
cused in a wav that could be put to use 
in a complete soil-conservation plan that 
would fit conditions on your farm. 

No one knew, for instance, just how 
wide the contour strip fields should be 
on different soils and different slopes. 
No one knew how far apart terraces 


- should be on one field, how close in 


another—or how to build a terrace that 
would be easy to farm over. 

We found also that we had to estab- 
lish nurseries to bring certain grasses 
into culture and use on a wide scale. 
Can anybody forget how these grasses 
helped tie down the Dust’ Bowl? Yet 
the seed had never been available to 
farmers in amounts sufficient for large- 
scale planting. ois 

We even tried to set up staie tech-

nical offices like those proposed in the 
present reorganization plan—then found 
that they were too expensive and that 
we could not find enough technical 
brains to staff them anyway. 

We decided to group these technical 
services into regional offices—one for 
each of the seven major agricultural 
regions of this country. 


When I retired from the Soil Con-. 


servation Service in 1951, this work was 
finished on nearly a million farms and 
ranches covering 140,000,000 acres. 

A winning combination is being bro- 
ken up in ¢he interests of what is called 
“efficiency.” 


Quality of Work May Suffer 


I say that we have already found out 
that it is not efficient—that it will cost 
three to four times as much for this 
technical help to come from state offices 
as from regional offices. 

That is, it will IF the same high qual- 
ity of work for which the service has 
become famed is to be maintained. 

Unfortunately, I am afraid that this 
same high quality of work is not going 
to be maintained. 

When there is a particularly tough 
soil or water problem that you and your 
local soil-conservation man could use a 
little outside help on, I am afraid you 
are going to find that such help is hard 
to find—or slow to come. 

Unless the state legislatures greatly 
increase their own appropriations for 
soil conservation, the special technical 
help you need from a state office just 
won't be there for the asking. 

I am afraid, too, that you are going 
to miss the work of the inspection teams 
that used to travel regularly out of the 
regional offices. 

Their job was to see to it that your 
local soil-conser vation man hadn’t made 
any mistake on your particular farm 
that would end up by costing you time, 
money or labor. 

People do make mistakes in such dif- 
ficult things as soil and water prob- 
lems, and the regional inspection teams 
helped keep these to a minimum, 


Flood Control in Jeopardy 
The idea that you can make big sav- 


ings and be more efficient by operating’ 


partly from a regional office setup isn’t 


a new one—or exclusive to the Soil 


Conservation Service. Many other or- 


ganizations, Government and private, 


have adopted it. 

There’s nothing really controversial 
about it—except in the minds of those 
people who want to cut down the Soil 


Conservation Service and think this the - 


li@st.place to start. 


A wonder, particularly, about the wis-— 


dom of dismembering a technical or- 
ganization like the Soil Conservation 
Service when I see the people of this 
nation comimg to realize that flood con- 
trol doesn’t mean dams arid dikes and 
reservoirs alone, but the tying down of 
water and of soil upstream as well. 

There are hundreds of watersheds 
and river valleys where this new kind 
of flood-control work kas commenced, 
or is about to commence. 

Who, then, is going to represent farm 
people in working with the Army engi- 
neers and the city people on a water- 
shed basis if you scatter the men from 
the regional offices who understand 
best how to deal with such problems? 

You will have 48 different programs 
of flood control with no one this side 
of Washington to iron out the differ- 
ences whenever the watershed crosses 
a state line.

Explorer of Volcanoes 


CRATERS OF FIRE. by Haroun Tazieff. Translated 
by Eithne Wilkins, (Harper and Brothers, 239 
pgs., $3.)

If interest. in the natural world 
around us is nowadays more popular 
than ever, it is largely because more 
professional scientists than before con- 
sider it a duty and a privilege to 
share their discoveries with a wider 
audience by writing vividly, yet accu- 
rately, in non-technical language. The 
geologist has unrivaled opportunity in 
this” regard. Many find the visual 
beauty of landforms enough in itself; 
but to an increasing number, added joy 
comes when imagination is stirred by 
thoughts of how the beauty came into 
being. Here is a-superb account of 
a new volcanic landscape in process of 
formation in the Belgian Congo, among 
the jungles of Central Africa, by a 
well-trained geologist with a _ strong 
sense of beauty and a facile pen. 

Few aspects of nature inspire greater 
awe and arouse more wonder than vol- 
canoes in eruption; few writers have 
excelled Haroun 
Tazieff in describ- 
ing their emotional 
response to the in- 
tellectual stimulus. 
A man of _ great 
daring, keenly' ob- 
servant and with 
poetic feeling, tells 
of his “fear-laden 
ecstasy” when, for 
the first time, he 
stands on the very 
brink of an active 
crater, among 
showers of glowing 
bombs, while  sul- 
phurous. fumes en- 
velop him and torrents of réd-hot lava 
threaten his life. Overwhelming curi- 
osity drives him into peril; then, pre- 
occupied with filming and studying, 
he escapes only by a hair’s breadth. 
You sense his enthusiasm and you share 
his thrills as he takes these risks to 
pursue his work. Always, Paya, his 
faithful native companion, is at his 
side, and you read of his reactions, and 
sometimes Jacques Richard, a planter 
from Kenya, also an ardent volcanol- 
ogist, joins them, telling tales of his 
own adventures among Java’s volcanoes. 

Much of the book concerns the build- 
ing of the new volcano. Kituro, a para- 
sitic cone on the flank of the giant 
Nyamlagira. But Tazieff tells also of 
a trip to the giant itself, and to the 
lake of boiling lava in the summit- 
crater of mighty Niragongo, Then; un- 
able to curb his enthusiasm, he goes to 
Italy to study famous Etna and Strom- 
boli in full eruption. Vivid accounts 
follow, of scarlet rivers of lava and 
bouquets of incandescent bombs. On 
Stromboli, a. companion dies in his 
arms, asphyxiated by the acid fumes. 

Only a very few technical terms are

used and these are adequately explained 


in one of the appendices. In another 
appendix there is a list of all the pres- 
ently and recently active volcanoes in 
the world. No less dramatie than the 
writing. are the jwenty-four. plates of 
photographs, some of them being spec- 
tacular close-ups of eruptions, taken at 
great risk. The translation Hy Kithne 
Wilkins. is well done, catching the rich 
fervor of the oniginal French,

The ninth 
trick, obviously, could come most 
easily from an extra diamond 
trick. So South led and passed 
the diamond jack. East won, and 
his heart return set the con- 
tract. 

South was right In going out 
for an extra diamond trick but 
he was definitely wrong in his 
method. The proper play was 
the ace and king of diamonds. 
South did not have to worry 
about West’s getting in with the 
diamond queen, if he held it, but 
he should have done everything 
he coulk to prevent East from 
winning the trick. Since cash- 
ing the top diamonds was the 
best safety play—in this case the 
best avoidance play—South ob- 
viously should have taken out 
that insurance.

Your Food Problems 


Cornbread Recipe 
By Edith M. Barber 


HOT CORNBREAD IS AN APPETIZING ADDITION TO A LIGHT 
SALAD MEAL, 


OW do you like your corn- 

bread? Do you like it with 

yellow or with white meal? 
Do you add sugar or do you 
scorn its use with corn mea}? 
Do you prefer a soft bread or 
a crisp one? Are you fond of 
muffins or sticks, or do you 
like the mixture baked in one 
pan and then cut into squares? 


There are plenty definite 
preferences where cornmeal is 
concerned. Southerners insist 
on the fine water-ground meal 
that is naturally sweeter and 
more favorful then the coarser 
standard grind of either white 
or yellow corn that New Eng- 
landers prefer, Southerners ob- 
ject to using sugar with the 
meal, but with the kind that 
we usually buy, sugar will add 
to the flavor. 


You may use the same recipe 
and get different results, de- 
pending upon the size of the 
pan in which the mixture is 
baked. If a large pan is used, 
the bread will be crisp almost 
throughout. It it’s baked in a 
smaller pan, the center will be 
soft and the outside will be 
fairly crisp. 

If you belong to the crisp 
school, you will probably bake 
the batter in heavy iron or 
aluminum “stick” pans. These 
should be heated and greased 
before they are filled.

Basic Recipe for Corn Bread. 

Ingredients: % cup standard 
cornmeal; one cup sifted flour; 
four teaspoons baking powder, 
3%4 teaspoon salt; four table- 
spoons sugar; one egg, well 
beaten; one cup milk; three 
tablespoons shortening, melted, 

Mix and sift dry ingredients. 
Combine well-beaten egg and 
milk, and add to dry ingre- 
dients. Stir in shortening. Bake 
in greased muffin pans in mod- 
erately hot oven (425 degrees 
F.) 20 to 25 minutes, or for: 


Soft Corn Bread: Bake in 8- 
inch greased square pan, in 
moderately hot oven (400 de- 
grees F.) about 35 minutes. 

Crisp Corn Bread: Bake mix- 
ture in two greased eight-inch 
layer pans in moderately hot 
oven (400 degrees F.) about 20 
minutes. 


Corn Sticks: Bake-tn greased 
heated corn stick pans in mod- 
erately hot oven (425 degrees 
F.) 20 to 25 minutes. 


Southern Corn Bread: Use 
water ground meal, and omit 
the sugar. Substitute butter 
milk for the plain milk. Use 
one teaspoon baking soda, and 
— one teaspoon baking pow- 

er.
